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SOREX CAECUTIENS, A PARATHENIC HOST OF THE NEMATODE 
SOBOLIPHYME BATURINI

SUMMARY 

It has been first found out that Sorex caecutiens is a parathenic host of the nematode S. ba¬ 
turini Petrow, 1930. The size and morphological characters of the found larva correspond to those 
of the Illrd stage larva from the definitive host on the 7—12th day of experimental infection. 
Apparently, the larva grows and develops for sometime in the parathenic host. 

The presence of a parathenic host in the developmental cycle of this nematode enlarges its pos¬ 
sibilities to get into the organism of the definitive host.
